BUDGET COMMENTS 
The adopted 1978 Budget f o r  t h i s  s e c t i o n  of the  Production and Pumping Division r e f l e c t s  
an inc rease  of $37,251 ( 9 . 5  percent) .  

Personal Services  have increased $20,131, p r imar i ly  a s  a r e s u l t  of changing the  b a s i s  of 
a l l o c a t i n g  t o t a l  d i v i s i o n a l  s a l a r i e s  and wages among the d i v i s i o n ' s  t h r e e  sec t ions .  I 
For 1978 the  Water Department has  adopted the  standard Ci ty  system of o b j e c t  codes, bu t  
f o r  previous years such l i n e  i tem amounts a r e  no t  ava i l ab le .  However, t h e  1978 combined 
con t rac tua l  se rv ices  and commodities t o t a l  of $345,870 represen t s  an i n c r e a s e  of $17,120 
(5.2 percent) over the  s i m i l a r  1977 amount. This increase  i s  due pr imari ly  t o  h igher  
r a t e s  f o r  e l e c t r i c i t y  used i n  pumping. The account 295 a l l o c a t i o n  of $13,100 provides 
f o r  vehicle  expense.

WORK PROGRAM 
The Source of Supply sec t ion  of the  Production and Pumping Divis ion operates the  Equu~ Bed 
Beds Wellf ie ld ,  Cheney Reservoir and the  l i n e s  t ranspor t ing  water from these two sources to  
the  Ci ty .  

From the primary source, the  wel l f i e ld  located near  Malstead, some 25  mile8 northwest o f  
Wichita, t h i s  sec t ion  i s  responsible  f o r  pumping a d a i l y  average of approximately 27 mi l l ion  
gal lons .  The sec t ion  operates  and maintains 55 wel l s ,  a ch lor ina t ing  s t a t i o n  and a c o l l e c t -  
ing  network af  water l i n e s .  Wellfield water i s  t ransported t o  Wichita through two t r a n s -  
mission mains, one 48-inches and the  o ther  66-inches i n  diameter. 

A t  Cheney Reservoir, t h i s  sec t ion  operates  and maintains the  dam, pumping s t a t i o n  and pre- 
treatment equipment. This secondary source provides an average of about 13 mi l l ion  gal lons  
each day. 

This sec t ion  operates  and maintains both sources i n  accordance with standards s e t  by respon- 
s i b l e  S t a t e  and Federal agencies,

BUDGET COMMENTS 
The 1978 Budget f o r  t h i s  sec t ion  of the  Production and Pumping Divis ion represen t s  
an inc rease  of $94,937 over the  1977 amount. 

Personal Services have increased $35,562, pr imari ly  due t o  a l t e r a t i o n  of the  b a s i s  
of a l l o c a t i n g  d i v i s i o n a l  s a l a r i e s  and wages among the d i v i s i o n ' s  t h r e e  sec t ions .  

For 1978 the  Water Department has adopted the  Standard C i t y  System of  ob jec t  codes, 
but f o r  previous years ,  l f n e  i t e m  amounts a r e  n o t  a v a i l a b l e .  However, the  1978 
combined con t rac tua l  services  and commodities t o t a l  o f  $320,100 represen t s  an i n -  
c rease  of $59,375 (22.8 percent).  The primary cause of t h i s  increase i s  higher  
e l e c t r i c i t y  r a t e s .  The account 295 a l l o c a t i o n  o f  $1,150 provides for vehic le  ex- 
pense ($850) and t r a s h  pick up se rv ice  ($300).

BUDGET COMMENTS 

The adopted 1978 budget f o r  t h i s  sec t ion  of the  Production and Pumping Division re -  
f l e c t s  an  inc rease  o f  $75,484 (8.6 percent) over  the  1977 amount. 

Personal Services have decreased $13,386, due t o  a l t e r a t i o n  o f  the  b a s i s  of a l l o c a t -  
i n g  t o t a l  d i v i s i o n a l  s a l a r i e s  and wages among the d i v i s i o n ' s  th ree  sec t ions .  To ta l  
d i v i s i o n a l  s a l a r i e s  and wages ($543,448), shown on the  personnel page f o r  t h i s  sec-  
t i o n  have increased $42,307 ( 8 . 4  percent) over  the  1977 amount. 

For 1978 the Water Department has adopted t h e  standard Ci ty  system of  ob jec t  codes, 
but  f o r  previous years such l i n e  i tem amounts a r e  n o t  ava i lab le .  However, the  com- 
bined con t rac tua l  se rv ices  and commodities t o t a l  f o r  1978 of $560,642 represents  an 
increase o f  $88,870 (18.8 percent) over the  corresponding 1977 amount. This inc rease  
i s  pr imari ly  due t o  h igher  cos t  o f  chemicals. The account 295 a l l o c a t i o n  of $25,342 
provides f o r  vehicle  expense ($9,550), t r a s h  se rv ice  ($300), and d a t a  processing 
($5 9492).

This sec t ion  a l s o  operates  a laboratory t h a t  conducts t e s t s  of water before treatment,  
during various s tages  of the  treatment process and a f t e r  treatment has been completed. 
Both automated and manual samples a r e  taken, and then various analyses of chemical and 
bac te r io log ica l  q u a l i t y  a r e  performed, i n  o rder  to  ensure t h a t  standards s e t  by S t a t e  and 
Federal agencies a r e  met. The laboratory a l s o  performs sampling and analyses f o r  Water 
Pol lut ion Control. 

This sec t ion  operates  the  lime s l u r r y  thickener  and i s  continuing e f f o r t s  to  properly 
dispose of lime s l u r r y .

BLYDGET C O M N T S  
The adopted 1978 budget f o r  t h i s  d i v i s i o n  shows an decrease of $92,450 below the  1977 
amount, due l a r g e l y  t o  necessary changes i n  methods of budgeting and accounting f o r  charges 
t o  Cap i ta l  Improvement p r o j e c t s .  

Personal Services  have decreased $140,585, due t o  the net: e f f e c t  of s h i f t  d i f f e r e n t f a l  pay, 
r e c l a s s i f i c a t i o n s  and a d d i t i o n a l  pos i t ions  ($5,379),  and a l a r g e r  amount being budgeted a s  
charged t o  cons t ruc t ion .  

For 1978 the  Water Department i s  converting t o  the  s tandard Ci ty  system of ob jec t  codes,  
bu t  f o r  previous years such l i n e  i t em amounts a r e  not  a v a i l b l e .  However, the  1978 combined 
con t rac tua l  se rv ices  and commodities t o t a l  of  $318,055 represents  an inc rease  of $48,135 
(17.8 percent)  over t h e  corresponding 1977 amount. The account 295 a l l o c a t i o n  provides f o r  
vehicle  expense.

The d i v i s i o n  maintains more than 1,140 miles  of  water  d i s t r i b u t i o n  l i n e s ,  i nc lud ing  a l l  
t he  valves and r e l a t e d  equipment w i t h i n  t h e  system. Approximately 400 breaks  occur  each 
yea r ,  r equ i r ing  emergency r e p a i r s .  I n  a d d i t i o n  t o  emergency r e p a i r  a c t i v i t y ,  t h i s  d i v i -  
s i o n  implements an  extens ive  prevent ive  maintenance program t h a t  c o n s i s t s  p r imar i ly  of  
replacement and r e l o c a t i o n  of  o l d  o r  inadequate l i n e s .   his d i v i s i o n  a l s o  extends s e r -  
v i ce  l i n e s  t o  i n d i v i d u a l  new customers,  and performs r o u t i n e ,  prevent ive ,  and emergency 
maintenance on s e r v i c e  l i n e s .  A meter r e p a i r  shop t e s t s  and r e p a i r s  meters a s  d i c t a t e d  
by a 13-year t e s t l r e p a i r  program.

The adopted 1978 budget f o r  t h i s  d i v i s i o n  has decreased $34,024 below the 1977 
acount,  due to  changes i n  the  methods of budgeting and accounting f o r  charges 
t o  cons t ruc t ion  p ro jec t s .  

Personal Services have decreased $35,324, due t o  a l a r g e r  amount budgeted a s  
charged t o  construct ion p ro jec t s .  

For 1978 the Water Department has converted t o  the  standard Ci ty  system of  
o b j e c t  codes, b u t  f o r  previous years such account d e t a i l  i s  no t  ava i lab le .  
However, the  combined t o t a l  o f  con t rac tua l  se rv ices  and commodities f o r  1978 
of $11,500 represen t s  an increase of $1,300 (12.7 percent)  over t h e  correspond- 
i n g  1977 amount. The a c c o m t  295 a l l o c a f i o n  provides $4,100 f o r  vehicle  expense 
(4,000) and proper ty  a b s t r a c t s  ($100).

The adopted 1978 budget f o r  t h i s  d i v i s i o n  has increaged $88,462 over the  1977 amount. I 
Personal Services  have increased $52,777 (9 .4  pe rcen t ) ,  due t o  the ne t  e f f e c t  of the  
add i t ion  of  s h i f t  d i f f e r e n t i a l  pay ($1,166),  an a d d i t i o n a l  Water Meter Reader p o s i t i o n  
and an a d d i t i o n a l  Water Service  R e p r e ~ e n t a t i v e  pos i t ion  ($16,90Q), the r e c l a s s i f i c a t i o n s  
of a Water Meter Reader Supervisor pos i t ion  and a Customer Services  Supervisor p o s i t i o n  
t o  Adminis t ra t ive  Aide I11 pos i t ions ,  and o f  an amount budgeted a$  charged t o  c a p i t a l  
improvement cons t ruc t ioq  ($5,800) . 
For 1978 the  Water Department has converted t o  the  standard Ci ty  system of ob jec t  codes,  
but  f o r  previous years such account d e t a i l  i s  not  ava i l ab le .  However, the  combined t o t a l  
of con t rac tua l  se rv ices  and commodities f o r  1978 of $550,252 represents  an inc rease  of 
$35,685 (6.9 percent) over  the corresponding 1977 amount, This inc rease  i s  due p r imar i ly  
t o  increased da ta  processing expense. The $339,087 a l l a c a t e d  i n  aqcount 295 provides f o r  
da ta  processing ($296,439), vehicle  expense ($35,G48) and c o l l e c t i o n  commissions ($7,200) .
